Her practice focused on high-stakes civil litigation and regulatory disputes before federal trial and
appellate courts, the United States Supreme Court, and other adjudicatory panels, including the Copyright
Royalty Board. Prior to her time at Jenner, Chapuis represented unions in labor and employment matters
at Bredhoft & Kaiser PLLC.

Chapuis earned a JD from Yale Law School and graduated summa cum laude with a BA from Tulane
University. She served as a law clerk to the Honorable Nicholas G. Garaufis of the U.S. District Court for

the Eastern District of New York.
